preventing the Plundring, S, poyling, and Robbing of His Matcſhes S ubjets, un- 
der any Pretence whatſoever, upon paine of the Puniſhments berein Declared. 


EE, Having taken into Our Princely and ſerious conſideration the great miſery 
and ruine falling, and likely to fall upon Our good Subjects (if not timely prevented) 
by the Plundring, Robbing, and ſpoyling of their Houſes, and taking from them 
AY! cheir Money, Plate, Houſholdſtuffe, Cattle and other goods, uader pretence of their 
being diſ-affeed to Us and Our Service; And theſe unjuſt and unlawfull Actions 
done by diverſe Souldiers of Our Army,and others ſheltring themſelves inthe ſame, 
| under that Title; Have, of Our tender commilſeration of ſuch their ſufferings, as 
deteſting all ſuch Horrid and Barbarous proceedings, and for their future defence 
and preſervation, thought fic to publiſh and declare Our Royall pleaſure tobez That from hence-forth. 
no Officer, Souldier of Horſe or foot, or Party ſent from Our Army, preſume to ſearch for, or ſeize upon a- 
ny Money, Plate, Goodsor Houſholltuffe belonging to any of Our Subjects, of what condition ſocyer, 
without Our expreſſc Warrant forthe fame, under Our Signe Manuall, declaring the cauſe of ſuch ſeizure: 

And if any eicher Officer or Souldier of Our Army of Horſe or Foot, preſume from hence-forth, to 
Plunder, Spoyle or Robbe any of Our People, or take from them any their Money, Plate, Houſholdftuffe or 
any Oxen, Sheep or other Cartle, or any Vicuualls, Corne, Hay or other Commodities or Proviſions going 
to,or from any Our Markets or otherwiſe, being in the Grounds Houſes or Poſſeſſion of any of Our 
Subjeas without giving full ſatisfation forthe ſame, upon complaint madedhereof Wee will and com- 
mand the Officer in chicf of the Quarter, within which ſuch Fact ſhall be commirted , fo proceed againſt 
ſuch Offendor or Offendors by the Law Martiall, vwyithout Favour or Connivence,and tp cauſe him orthem 
robe executed accordingly without Mercy. And if any Officer in chiefe of ſuch Quartefſhall either neg- 
Ic& or refule to doe Tuſtice upon any perſon whatſoever offending againſt any particular herein mentioned, 

Our will is, and Wedoe require the Party grieved to repaire unto Us whereſoever We ſhall remaine, and 
appeale to Our luſtice, which We ſhall be ever moſt readyto afford any of Our Subjects for redreſle of theis 
-1ferings1n any the leaſt kind whatſocyer. Likewiſe for the better Order in Our Army, and for the pteſer-

; manding in chiefe in ſuch Quarter of Our Armys upon pain of Death, nor that any other, but ſuch Our Of--

intend forthe good and ſecurity of Our Subje&s, We do bereby further require all the Officers commanding 
in chicfe, in any the Quarters of Qur Army, to cauſe this Our Proclamation to be publiſhed and made 


paſſe or other Licence toany Officer or Souldierto be abſcar upon pain 
of Caſhicring, Andthat Our pleaſure herein declared may be fully obſerved, and produce the'effets We 


knownto allthe officers and Souldiers under their Command, and to ſee that-ſevere and due puniſhment 
be inflicted upon ſuch as ſhall henceforth offend againſt any the leaſt particulars herein before mentioned, 
As they and every of them expe&to avoid Our high diſpleaſure for the neglect thereof.
